Basket Ball Tourney, Holds Annual Meeting 


TWICE AS MANY FANS AT- 
TENDED THIS YEAR'S 
TOURNEY 


In actual figures, 1,001 more 
fans were present at the recently 
held basketball tourney than 
witnessed last year’s meet. The 
total number of persons who 
paid to see their favorites in ac- 
tion was 2,212 compared with 
last year’s total of 1,211. 

After the snidke of battle has 
cleared away comes the task of 
dividing up the.do-re-mi taken 
in. First the officials receive 
their fees for handling the games 
and the balls, trophies, etc., are 
paid for. Then the remaining 
amount of money is divided up 
into three parts. One-third is 
used to settle for the expenses 
of the visiting teams; the state 
gets a third, and the entertain- 
ing school gets the rest. 

During the past two years 
Grayling High school teams 
haven't fared so badly at all. 
Out of 34 games played, includ- 
ing tournament games, the Green 
and White has accounted for 29 
wins. By no means were these 
easy victories because the North- 
ern Lights have been  tangling 
with the class of the North in- 
cluding Boyne City, Charlevoix, 
Alpena, etc. At every one of 
these places where Coach Cor- 
nell’s squad playewi this season 
large crowds attended the games. 
Grayling’s good sportsmanship 
and the way our boys conduct 
themselves when playing out of 
town schools is well known 
throughout the North and it isn’t 
much of a task to arrange a 
schedule. Already this year 
many requests for games have 
been turned down because the 
team is allowed to play only 17 
games.

OWNER CAN REDEEM PRO- 
PERTY FOLLOWING THE 
MAY TAX SALE 


Setting at rest conflicting re- 
ports that are being spread about 
the country relative to the state 
tax sale to be held in May as 
1s now being advertised in the 
Avalanche, and in other coun- 
ties about the state we print 
herewith just what one can ex- 
pect should he invest in a tax 
sale purchase, as outlined by the 
Cheboygan Observer. 

“After the sale, the former 
owner has 12 months in 
which to go to the tax title 
buyer and regain his proper- 
ty by paying the sale price 
plus 50 per cent. At the end 
of 12 months the buyer is 
obligated to notify the form- 
er owner that the direct re- 
dempiion period is past and 
file a copy of the notice with 
the county clerk. For six 
months more, the former 
owner has the right to re- 
claim his land at 150 per cent 
of the sale price. After that 
time it is irrevocably the 
property of the tax title buy- 
er.” 

Scrutinizing this carefully, you 
will understand it is no different 
than the law that governed form- 
er tax sales. The report, how- 
ever, has gained credence that 
one must wait for at least ten 
years ‘before he can lay undis- 
puted claim to property and the 
title to same be cleared. The 
only difficulty a person will ex- 
perience now is to properly lo- 
cate the property he seeks to 
purchase by tax sale. No descrip- 
tions are published whereby one

Pneumonia Victim 

PASSED AWAY AT HOME 
TUESDAY 


Grayling friends were greatly 
saddened this week by the death 
of Herbert Parker, who passed 
away Tuesday afternoon, March 
17, at his home, only five days 
after he was stricken with pneu- 
monia. 

The deceased was 62 years of 
age and was born at Lock, Mich., 
November 6, 1873. He came to 
Beaver Creek with his parents, 
the late Mr. and Mrs. Lewis 
Parker, when he was only a boy 
of seven years and he had been 
a resident of Crawford county 
ever since. 

In 1897 he was united in mar- 
riage to Miss Rosa Mettart, of 
Beaver Creek, and they establish- 
ed a home there. To this union 
seven children were born, five of 
whom are still living. Mr. Park- 
er took active part in county af- 
fairs, holding the office of town- 
ship treasurer of Beaver Creek 
township for several years. 

The family moved into Gray- 
ling over twenty years ago and 
Mr. and Mrs. Parker have made 
their home here ever since. Dur- 
ing that time he had proven 
himself to be a valuable citizen. 
Always a man of high ideals, Mr. 
Parker endeared himself to all 
who knew him. Mr. Parker op- 
erated the “Notion” store for 
many years, selling out to the 
present owner, E, E. Bugby. He 
was a mason by profession but 
during the difficult years of the 
depression he had been unable to 
follow his trade and _ accepted 
employment with the County 
Road Commission, with which he 
had been connected for the past 
four years. 

He was a member of the An- 
cient Order of Gleaners, Order 
No. 545, and for the past ten 
years held the office of chief 
Gleaner. He will always be re- 
membered by the members of 
the lodge as one who did every- 
thing in his power to promote the 
good will of his organization and 
to serve his office faithfully and 
honestly. 

Surviving besides the widow 
are two daughters and_ three 
sons, Claude, Edward, Milford, 
and Miss Grace Parker, all of 
Lansing, and Mrs. Axel Peterson, 
of Grayling. Also seven grand- 
children. 

Funeral services will be held 
2:00 
o’clock at 
church. Rev. Edgar Flory will 
officiate and interment will be in 
Elmwood cemetery. The remains 
will lie in state at the church 
from 1:00 until 2:00 o’clock.

ive route connecting the county 
seats. of Traverse City on the 
“west; Kalkaska, Grayling and 
Mio, and Harrisville on the east. 
A committee: on which each 
community was represented was 
appointed to present the plan be- 
‘fore the State Highway depart- 
ment. Altho the plan met the 
approval of the State Highway 
department, results were slow to 
eome. About three years neo ae the 
Kalkaska-Grayling road - 
completed and everyone ‘cane 
_ how convenient this’ been. 
But there still remains to be 
completed the route between 
Grayling and Harrisville. Al- 
ready there is a good highway 
running east from Grayling - for 
about 10 miles to the Feldhauser 
school house. _ 
The route hoped for would run 


- from a half mile west of Feld- 


hauser School to about a mile 
north and thence east to Fair- 
view, This is a distance of about 
25 miles. By turning north at the 
Feldhauser farm the sharp turn 
now used at the schoolhouse will 
be avoided. . From Fairview the 
highway is excellent to Harris- 
ville. 

If this highway is completed, as 
is hoped for by the people of both 
this community and of those east 
of us, it would open a e 
route that would give this part 
of Michigan an outlet to the 
Huron shore regions. 

This route runs thru a fertile 
agricultural region in the vicinity 
of Fairgrove and Red Oak and 
those farmers would find Gray- 
ling a ready market. Also there 
is considerable merchantable 


' timber that also would find a 


ready market here. 

In return, Grayling merchants 
would benefit by the opening of 
a new trade area. Farmers from 
the region east of Grayling will 
find here a good market for not 
.only their butter, eggs, vege- 
tables, etc., but also a cash market 
for all kinds of market livestock. 
And it is assured that such 
people are going to do their pur- 
chasing here in Grayling while 
‘they and their families are here. 

The completion of this propos- 
ed highway would bring increas- 
ed patronage for our schools, 
our churches, ‘theatres and places 
of entertainment, And too it 
would add the patronage | that 
comes from the resorters located 
in the eastern part of the state. 

There are many places of in- 
terest in and near to Grayling 
but it is human nature for people 
living in a community to want to 
visit other parts of the state and 
thus evening and Sunday drives 


. are popular. At present we. take 


our drives north, south and west 


. and the -eastern shores are 


strange to us and it is rare that 
_ anyone takes a pleasure drive in

The North River Read. 


The Road committee of the Ki- 
wanis Club of Grayling has listed 
a few good reasons why the 
Grayling-Harrisville road, also 
called the North River Road, 
should be completed: 

1—It is a mail and school road. 

2—It is not a new project’ but 
was started about 15 years ago 
with a resolution by the County. 
Board of Supervisors. The .10 
miles of gravel from Grayling to 
Feldhauser school is one of the 
first roads built by the county. 

3—By improving 9 miles in 
Crawford and 6 miles. in Oscoda 
County it wili complete a straight 
75 miles of road. This would 
make the cross state highway 
linking: Traverse City, Kalkaska, 
Grayling, Mio, and Harrisville a 
reality. 

4—It intersects many county 
and trail roads and will be of 
great value to farmers, resorters 
and tourists. 

5—It will shorten distance from 
Grayling to Alpena almost 10 
miles, 

6—Will help forest fire control 
in State and part of Federal for- 
est, 

7—It will make shorter haul to 
railroad, a better market route 
and bring hospital facilities with- 
in easy reach of many people. 

8—A large area will be open 
up for new cabins and hunting 
clubs and more taxable property 
will be the result. Road is fer 
enough from the AuSable for 
privacy and close enough for a 
speedy trip. 

3 Work done to: finish this 
road will bring real permanent 
value. It runs right past the 
State Fish Hatchery. As a milit~ 
ary road it will help the Nation- 
al Guard at Camp Grayling; and 
State and Federal Forest . will 
have easier haul of material from 
selective cutting. 

The road is now graveled 10 
miles east and turnpiked the last 
10 miles to county line. It con- 
nects at county line with 24 
miles of almost straight road 
right through the best area of 
Oscoda county.

Farmers To Make Cel- 
lulose From Weeds 


An ever-increasing market in 
industry for farm crops is fore- 
cast by successful experiments 
with plastic and vegetable oils 
at Edison Technological Institute, 
R. H. McCarroll of the Ford 
Motor Company recently told 
members ot the Farmers Nation- 
ai Grain Association at a meeting 
an Chicago. 

k&xpeiiments at Edison Institute 
have been directed not oniy to- 
ward developing uses for soy 
bean derivatives but also toward 
perfecting a simple processing 
plant which can be economically 
set up on the farm, and toward 
developing suitable industrial 
materials trom other farm crops, 
the speaker indicated. 

Progress in the experiments in 
recent months has included the 
production of usable benzyl cei- 
lulose which may be made from 
cotton, wood, plant. stalks, or 
even the stalks of. weeds, the 
Ford representative said. The 
plastic obtained from this source, 
ne said, may sometimes be used 
to replace thin sheet metal parts, 
such as automobile instrument 
panels. 

Henry Ford, sponsor of the 
Institute, has expressed his faith 


in the perrnanence of the work, 


accomplished by announcing last 
fall plans ror a large department 
in the Ford Rouge piant to be 
devoted exclusively to: processing 
and moulding tarm products, tne 
1arm group was toid. This new 
aepartment, the -speaker — said, 
wil supplement existing plants 
which tor several years have sup- 
puea: spy pean oM and plastic 
products to the Ford factory. 

Reviewing the use that has 
been made of soy bean products, 
the speaker pointed out that 1,- 
000,000 gallons of soy bean oil 
were used in 1935 in the enamel 
for painting Ford cars. In addi- 
tion, oil is used as dry bond in 
the foundry, in soft soaps, and’ in 
the production of glycerine used 
in the shock absorbers. Moulded 
plastic obtained from the meal is 
used for horn buttons, light 
switch handles, distributor cases 
and covers, the gear shift lever 
ball, window trim strips and 
other similar parts, he stated. 

“Mr. Ford has said ‘I see the 
time coming when the farmer not 
only will raise raw materials for 
industry but will do the initial 
processing on the farm’” the 
spsaker said. 

“In 1930, Mr. Ford decided that 
increasing the use of agricultural 
produce in. industry should be 
on¢ of the main problems of the 
Edison Institute and should re- 
.ceive attention from those in ‘the 
Ford’ Motor Company interested 
in research. : :

There are three factors of posi. ; 


tive significarice In causing gh 
blood pregsure. One is the family 
history, another is the driving, 
worrisome pérsonality,-and the 
third is obesity. Of fthese,-cer- 
tainly the factor of overweight is 


‘most easily controlled and, often- 


times, its control enables the 
patient to lend a normal life. 

As a basis for normal weight, 
that at the age of marriage in 
women and at the age of 25 in 
men may be taken as the ideal. 
The reduction diet is simple and 
consists of milk, eggs, meat, vege- 
tables and fruit. It is low in 
sweets, fats, pure starches and 
the total of calories. One can 
follow a well-balanced diet of 
ordinary foods and avoid exces- 
sive amounts of fattening foods, 
such as sugar, fat and starches. 

Proteins should be restricted to 
meat once a day for the high 
blood pressure patient. In ali 
cases the periodic physical ex- 
amination is necessary and fur- 
ther dietary restrictions will de- 
pend wholly on the . findings in 
each case. An entire salt restric- 
tion is quite unnecessary in un- 
complicated cases of high blood 
pressure, but, in general, condi- 
ments, seasoning and stimulants 
(except coffee) are to be avoided 
because they make it more dif- 
ficult to remain on the restricted 
food intake. . 

Quite often digestive disturb- 
ances are present but subside 
when the diet is supervised close- 
ly and the weight decreases. 
When the digestive symptoms do 
not respond to this procedure, 
x-ray studies of the gastro-in- 
testinal tract, of course, are in- 
dicated. In one series of 100 
patients of this kind, gall stones 
were found in seven. 

In the United States there are 
140,000 deaths annually, caused 
by high blood pressure and its 
complicvtions. ‘Thus, tha simple 
process of weight control by the 
individual offers a great op 
portunity for improvement in 
health. 


RAIL TAXES KEEP SCHOOLS 
FROM CLOSING 


Advance Payment of Levies in 
Town with Many Unemployed 
Prevents Interruption to 
Children’s Education 


Tilustrating the human side of 
railroading, L. A. Downs, Presi- 
dent, Illinois Central System, in 
a recent statement, relates how 
an advance payment of railway 
taxés enabled a town to keep its 
schools open. 

“In hundreds of communities 
along its line the taxes paid by 
the Illinois Central System are 
a large part of all local taxes,” 
said Mr. Downs. “This was the 
case in one town where a big 
factory had burned, many were 
out of work, and local taxes were 
delinquent. It looked as if the 
schools would have to close . 

“In this emergency everybody 
was wishing the railroad’s taxes 
were due. The little daughter of 
the mayor heard of it and sug- 
gested to her father that the rail- 
road be asked to advance the date 
of its payment. He asked, the 
railroad paid, and the schools 
stayed open. 

“There are times, of course, 
when the railroad would not be 
in a position to render this special 
accommodation, but when there 
is a real emergency and when we 
can consistently respond we take 
pleasure in disproving the state- 
ment sometimes made that there 
is no sentiment in business.”

CAMP HIGGINS FEEDING

Winter food for deer in the 
Crawford Game Refuge is being 
furnished by CCC enrollees of 
Camp Higgins who are engaged 
on a project of deer browse re- 
lease cutting. Deer in the area 
are harassed by deep snow and 
extremely cold weather, accord~- 
ing to chief foreman Andrew K. 
Braidwood.

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LOST TITLES 


Some 3,000 motorists in Mich- 
igan who thought they had lost# 
the titles to their cars, or whol. 
didn’t think anything at all about 
titles until they needed them,f 
have “found” them in the past} 
two months. 

The number of titles in the 
“lost title’ files of the Depart- 
ment of State, has been reduced’ 
from about 6,000 to near 3,000) 
since the first of the year. The' 
cause for the reduction is that! 
many motorists, unable to locate 
their titles in order to buy 1936 
plates, have applied to the de- 
partment, only to discover the 
missing titles held there for wan’ 
of information as to their owner’s 
addresses. 

’ Owners of about 75 titles are 
revealing themselves daily, thi 
is about 50% greater than the 
daily crop of “lost” titles. These 
new titles are being returned 
daily, undeliverable by postal 
authorities, because of incorrect 
addresses filed with the state by} 
car purchasers. y
